SACRAMENTO, May 16.—Pav- 
ing the way for the removal of 
more than 150 State officials ap- 
pointed by former Gov. Stephens, 
the Senate today, by a vote of 29 
to 10, withdrew from committee 
a bill by Assemblyman Bromley 
providing that all members of 
statutory boards and commissions 
shall be appointed to serve at the 
pleasure of the Governor. 

The Bromiley measure, which 
passed the Assembly last week, was 
promptly tabled by the Johnson- 
Stephens machine sympathizers 
comprising a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Senate Committee on 
Governmental Efficiency and Econ- 
omy. In calling the bill out over 
the heads of the machine obstruc- 
tionists, the Senate, therefore, ac- 
corded Gov. Richardson the biggest 
strictly administration victory of 
the season: for it is conceded that 
adoption of the Bromiley bill means 
final and complete elimination of 
the Johnson and Stephens element 
in State affairs. 

Preliminary victory for the Rich- 
ardson administration on the is- 
sue was not won without a con- 
siderable display of bad. temper 
and many harsh words by leaders 
of the opposition, including Sen- 
ator Inman of Sacramento, who 
termed the Bromiley bill a most 
pernicious piece of legisiation and 
aswerted that it had been intro- 
duced for the purpose of enabling 
Gov. Richardson to wreck the edu- 
cational aystem of the State.

Previous to the slaying of the 
deputy sheriff, Walton and Burt 
are asserted to have escaped from 
the California State prison at San 
Quentin where they were serving 
life terme. 

Chief Petit annouhced he had 
wired the Spokane authorities for 
further information concerning 
the men. 

The automobile, in which the 
men were riding when captured 
this morning, bore a California 
State license. 

According to the local officers 
arresting the men. Haines and 
Fletcher attempted to fire upon 


m. 
A quantity of men's new wear- 
ing apparel, including a number of 
lik shirts, was found in their 


car. 

Chief Petit announted this even- 
ing that there was no question as 
to the identity of the men held 
here. Their fingerprints and 
photographs are identical with 
an ag received from Spokane, he 
said. 

The men are deing «closely 
guarded pending arrival of officials 
from Spokane. 

Both of the men carried auto- 
matic pistols, and.two rifles were 
concealed in the automobile. 

According to the police circulars 
received here, Burt and Walton 
escaped from the California State 
prison on January 24, last. Follow- 
ing their escape, there were a 
humber of robberies in California 
and Oregon attributed to them. 
On April 16 at Rosalia, Wash., the 
men were apprehended by Deputy 
Sherif! Dick Cashatt, but they 
escaped after shooting the deputy. 

A reward of $500 had been of- 
fered for their arrest.

Pessimism 
(WECLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
CHICAGO, May 16+—While there 
existe considerable uncertainty as 
to the future course of business and 
industry, there are various indi- 
cations that the present wave of 
pessimisrn is being sharply checked 
in market circles. 
The mid-week trade reviews 
present a varied picture of indus- 
trial operations but from them it 


would appear that the observance 


of conservatiom and caution has 
been and is being too much con- 
strued as a decided let-down. The 
steel industry continues operations 
at about 94 per cent of capacity, 
with the steel corporation running 
at 97 per cent; while the automo- 
bile industry is going at top speed, 
with the prospect that a new high 
production record will be set this 
month. 

As to the steel industry, the Iron 
Age and the Iron Trade Review 
make such comments as “new buy- 
ing is still on a restricted scale.” 
And that “buyers generally follow 
cautious policies and not a few 
show apprehension; yet it is said: 
“consumers are taking material as 
fast as the mills can ship it” and 
also the underlying demand is as 
heavy as ever and cAn only be de- 
scribed as enormour.” Railroad 
buying is heavy and is expected to 
continue so, while the steel com- 
panies expect a renewal of general 
active buying following the present 
let-up in new orders. 

Operations in the automobile in- 
dustry are proceeding at a rate that 
should establish a new monthly 
production record this month, but 
manufacturers stand ready to cur- 
tall echedules at the first sign of 
slackening demand.

The blase 
was so hot that no one could ap- 
proach the valve to shut it off and 
it took a couple of hours’ work by 
the firemen to smother the fire 
next the tank sufficiently to allow 
the valve to be closed. When this 
was done the fire was controlled 
quickly. 
to 9:30 a.m. 

The origin of the fire was official- 
ly put down as unknown, but Bat- 
talion Chief Jack Daly declared 
himself of the opinion that tramps 
had built a bonfire in the sump- 
hole which had smoldered down 
and was unnoticed by the watch- 
man. 

There was a chance, he said, that 
the fire was started by firebugs or 
“Wobblies” for revenge. 

This angle of the matter was 
being investigated by Capt. PF. II. 
Enog and other members of the 
arson squad, but it was said they 
had few clews to work on.

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NGENIOUS LAW-BREAKERS 

No matter how carefully acts of re 
strictive legislation are framed or how 
strong the government behind them, the 
perverse ingenuity of persons interested in 
evading the laws manages to keep pace 
with the zeal of the authorities in enforce 
ing them. 

Making effective the prohibition amené- 
ment is one of the most strenuous unaer- 
takings in the tory of the country. sim 
lar difficulties’ Are springing up in applying 
the laws recently adopted by Congress for 
regulating immigration. 

In both cases the fact that aliens in for- 
eign lands are actively co-operating with 
law-evaders at home to defeat the will of 
the majority imposes a necessity for dou- 
ble vigilance on the authorities. 

The frantic desire of so many foreigners 
to get into the United States at any cost 
has made the smuggling of this human con- 


genious brains are, therefore, pitted against 
the authorities by nimbleness of limb to 
elude the eye of the law. 

At our well-watched and carefully super 
vised ports and harbors it is extremely dif- 
ficult for any wnacceptable foreigner to 
slip past the immigration officials. Steam- 
ship companies and foreign agents are find- 
ing such attempts too costly to be worth 
the risk. 

So they are switching their bases to 
Cuba and Mexico. Secretary Davis and 
members of the immigration service have 
learned that European immigrants are find- 
ing too easy access to this country from 
these points and are devising means for 
tightening up the Mexican border.

That is not the case is shown by the 
latest edict of the Angora Nationalist As- 
sembly. For some time monogamy has 
been the rule in the land of the Osmaniis, 
and now even one wife has become so un- 
popular that the Assembly has had to have 
recourse to stern legislation to force the 
young men to do their duty and marry. 
The new law states that the lowest age at 
which matrimony may be contracted by 
either den is 18 years.
